George Alexander, who wrecked the 
Alexander Bank of Paris and whose 
peculations from the deposits of hun- 
dreds in that institution amounted to 
$250,000, was pardoned yesterday by 
Governor Morrow. 

It is understood that a position has 
been promised Alexander by a friend 
in the East, in the event of his re- 
lease. 

Alexander has served five years in 
the Frankfort Reformatory, having 
entered that institution February 19, 
1915, to serve an indeterminnte sen- 
tence of seven to seventy years. He 
had pleaded guilty December 21, 
1914, to seven of thirty-two indict- 
ments ngafbst him and was sentenced 
on each to serve a term of from one 
to ten yeflrs. Consequently he would 
not be eligible to parole until 1922. 

The plea of* poor health was made 
successively to Governors McCreary, 
Stanley and Black, each of whom re- 
| t'H,sed to pardon the ex-banker' on 
Lhat account. During Stanley's .ad- 
ministration it was represented that 
he was dying. Public sentiment has 
been strongly against Alexander, and 
for that reason the other Governors 
declined to act. Mack Phythian, for- 
mer Warden, said that Alexander 
shows signs of feebleness. He is ad- 
vanced in years, being nearly 70. 

Alexander's bank was closed May 
19, 1914, by Banking Commissioner 
Thomas Jefferson Smith. The bank 
was one of the oldest of its kind, hav- 
ing been organized in 1894. Three 
days after the bank was closed Alex- 
ander was arrested on three war- 
rants charging him with misappro- 
priating funds, making false entries 
a*d making false reports to the 
Banking Commissioner. Bond of $50,- 
000 wns furnished quickly by half a 
dozen citizens. 

Officials liquidating the affairs of 
the bank found accommodation pa- 
pers denied by its makers, dead notes 
and other worthless paper and over- 
drafts totaling $141,455 and after- 
ward more than $100,000 worth of 
claims developed. Thirty-two in- 
dictments were returned by the grand 
jury, eleven charging embezzlement, 
fifteen for receiving deposits after 
knowing the bank wns insolvent, three 
for unlawfully altering paper in the 
custody of the bank, two for altering 
the books and one for making false 
entry. 

Alexander waived formal examina 
tion July 14, 1914, and was held for 
trial in 4,000 bond. Arraigned for 
trial November 23, he entered pleas 
of not guilty, but the story of his

If, at any time, you find that the 
soap you use irritates the skin, be 
assured it contains some impurity 
and discard it at once. For whiten- 
ing the ikin it does not harm to use 
a few drops of tincture of benzoin 
in the rinsing water. The benzoin has 
a slight aromatic odor that is de- 
cidedly pleasing and also serves to 
close the pores. 

After washing the face at night it 
is a good plan to massage it gently 
with the finger tips, always rublring 
I upward with a slight, circular mo- 
1 tion and then dust on a little pure 
rice powder or potato starch. All I 
1 powders that contain lead, arsenic or' 
b smonth of mercury are very in- 
jurious. 

The use of cream and powder af- 
ter washing is especially necessary 
for people who are 'about to go out 
into the sun or wind.

RURAL CARRIER EXAMINATION 

The United States Civil Service 
<%mmission has announced an exam- 
ination for the county of Bath, Ky., 
to be held at Mt. Sterling, Ky., on 
May 8, 1920, to fill the position of 
rural carrier at Shurpshurg, Ky., and 
vacancies that may later occur on 
rural routes from other post offices 
in the above-mentioned county.

S. soldiers, sailors, or marines, wtio 
are physically disqualified for ex- 
amination by reason of injuries re- 
ceived in. the line of military duty. 
Form No. 11177 and application 
blanks may he obtained from the of- 
fices mentioned above, or from the 
I'nited States Civil Service Commis- 
sion at Washington, D. C. Appli 
cations should he forwarded to the 
Commission at Washington at the 
earliest practicable date. 



PRODUCE REVIEW 

Production and receipts of eggs, 
specially at 'large markets, have 
shown very material increase during 
the week, resulting in lower price-, 
especially at eastern seaboard points 
where prices have been ruling rela- 
tively higher than at central markets, 
such as Chicago.

AT THE CHICAGO CONVENTION 

Dolegntos from Kwitnoky and 

other states to the Republican Na- 
tional convention in Chicago may be 
interested in learning that they are 
not expected to have anything to do 
with the nomination of a Republican 
candidate for president.

will hn\> a fine little conservatory of 
thdir own. Put about four inches of 
rich soil in the bottom of the box and 
either plant or transplant into the 
soil some bits of growing life. For ex- 
ample, buy a small coco palm, some 
holly fern, a petris, nny begonia ex- 
cept the Rex begonia, nnd a small as- 
paragus fern, letting the last named 
trail along the soil of the little green- 
house. The earth should be kept 
moise, nnd the box set in the sunlight, 
preferably in a sunny window. The 
cover should be raised a little during 
the day to allow the nir to enter, but 
not wide enouirh to permit too much 
of the wnter within the little green- 
house to evaporate. 

If it is impossible to bu> suitable 
plants, and it might be in some places, 
plant in the soil some seeds of com- 
mon geraniums, of beans, oats, corn 
nnd some of sweet nlyssum. These 
seeds will sprout quickly, and while 
I be grains will not last long, the lit tle 
geraniums and sweet alyssum will 
last a long time. 

If you live in the country where 
woods are close by, then get some 
moss from underneath the leaves and 
some hepatica plants and put these 
in the small greenhouse. You may use 
n large fish bowl for the purpose, but 
the box with the zinc bottom is really 
a better arrangement. Any child will 
take a great deal of joy and pleasure 
little conservatory of this 
kind, and will also take a greater in- 
terest in working in the outdoor gar- 
den because of this experience.

NO SECRETARY OF STATE 

The President has not had and 
could not have even an acting sec- 
retary since March 13th, on which 
date the statutory limitation on the 
L'nder Secretary of State, acting as 
Se.-rctnry, expired. Secretary Lan- 
sing's resignation became effective 
February 13th; the Under Secretary 
may be acting Secretary only for 
thirty days,, hence Frank L. Polk's 
tenure as acting secretary expired 
March 13th. Since that date, it has 
not been possible to issue passports, 
because there has been no Secretary 
>f State to sign them, and none in 
whose name they might be ngntti 

No decrees of the President could 
lie issued; no laws enacted by Con- 
|MM could be attested and have the 
9fMt Seal afflxed; the President's 
signature to official documents could 
not be attested; no funds for the 
State Department could be disbursed 
Mi, in consequence, drafts present- 
ed against the State Department huve 
had to go to protest. Breckeiiridge 
Long, Third Assistant Secretary of 
Stute, is dirbursing officer for the 
Department, but may not disburse 
funds for the department, which in- 
cludes the entire consular and for- 
eign attache service, because the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of Stute 
must be given. 

Mr. Colby's nomination was sent to 
the Senate February J5th. The Sen- 
ate Foreign Kelutions Committee de- 
layed aetion, apparently to "get 
something on him." It even called in 
the secret records of the War De- 
partment, chiefly those of the Mili- 
tary Intelligence Bureau, because of 
his former connection with the Ship- 
ping Hoard.
